D Israel Feldman, Warden, who 
presided, submitted the annual report. 
He stated that there were 910 members, 
of whom 230 were women members in 
ther own cight. They had enrolled 44 
new members during the year. 

Dr. Feldman said that their Board of 
Management was very much concerned 
a the decision of the United Synagogue 
concerning the rebuilding of the syna- 
eoeuc. Many Jews were moving into the 
new flats which were sing erected by the 
Sepney Borough Council. There was 
the need for a new Great Synagogue in 
that part.of London. 

After the Hon. Officers of the Unned 
Synagogue had turned down the scheme 
for rebuilding the synagogue, continucd 
the Chairman, they presented them with 
another. for the enlargement of the 
‘presem temporary structure. That, too, 
had been turned down. The Hon 
Officers of the synagogue felt very bitter 
about that. They did not wish to quarre! 
with the United Synagogue,

Replying to the proposal, Mr. Sharet, 
Foreign Minister and Acting Prime 
Minister and Minister of Defence, said 
that the. proposal was rejected because. it 
was not based fairly and squarely on the 
Armistice agreement. The proposal would 
mean the withdrawal of torces from part 
of the so-called Defensive Area, a zone 
extending to a depth of six kilometres

“BEN-GURION 
RE” 

New York Greets 
Premier

Mr. Ben-Gurion, the Israeli Prime 


Minister, was given a tumultuous wel- 
come, one of the biggest ever 
accorded to a foreign statesman, when 
he arrived here from Washington on 
Wednesday, which had earlier been 
proclaimed “ Ben-Gurion Day” by 
the Mayor, Mr. Vincent Impellitteri. 

In blazing sunshine he drove through 
New York to the City Hall for an 
official! reception, escorted by police and 
units of the American armed forces. 
About 1,000,000 cheering New Yorkers 
lined the streets as the Premier drove 
by. accompanied by municipal leaders 
and represeniatives of Jewish organisa- 
tions, umions, fraternal bodies, and 
schoolchildren His guard of honour 
consisied of 2.000 American soldiers and 
200 sailors of the Israeli naval vessels. 
Misgav and Haganah. 


“The Girl from Brooklyn” 


Outside the City Hall the huge crowd 
gave Mr. Ben-Gurion an ovation as 
he thanked New York for its welcome 
and introduced his wife as “a Brooklyn 
girl who has made good.”’ 

Three thousand distinguished guesis, 
including the Governor of New York. 
and leaders of American Jewry. attended 
the reception at the City Hall. 

The Premier later visited the offices of 
the United Nations whefe he met Mr. 
Trygve Lie, the U.N. Secretary-General. 
and Mr. Eniezam, President of the 
General Assembly. 

While in Washington, Mr, Ben-Gurion 
had two meetings with President Truman. 
The second was on Tuesday when he 
visited the White House to congratulate 
the President on his 67th birthday and to 
presem him with a Menorah made in Ger- 
many in 1767. They discussed Israel's 
economic development and the question 
of re-establishing peace in the Middle 
East. Mr. Ben-Gurion said later that they 
had agreed on all imporiant issues. -

SECURITY COUNCIL’S CEASE-FIRE ORDER

The U.N. Security Council on Tuesday 
approved a four-Power resolution calling 
for. a cease-fire in the Syrian-Isracli 
border fighting. The motion, tabled by 
Britain, France, Turkey, and the United 
States. was approved by ten votes to nil, 
with Russia abstaining. | 

The resolution called directly upon 
“the parties or persons in the areas 
concerned to cease fighting.” and cited 
Isracli and Syrian obligations under the 
U.N. Charter and the Syrian-Isracli 
Armistice Agreement. 

Sir Guéare Jebb, the British delegate, 
said that his Government was “ gravely 
disturbed " by the recent outbreak of 
fighting, although he admitted that the 
present form of administration in the 
demilitarised zone must inevitably give 
rise to practical difficulties. He sug- 
gested that the number of observers im 
the area be increased to cope with the 
situation, and concluded with an appeal 
to the Governments of Isracl and Syria 


to show their adherence in practice to 
the principles of the U.N. Charter by 
avoiding the use of armed force in 
settling disputes. 

The Israeli representative, Mr. Aubrey 
Eban, strongly criticised reports sent to 
the Security Council by Colonel de 
Ridder, the Acting U N. Chief of Staff 
in Palestine, denying that Syrian troops 
had been in acticn, and gave details of 
Syrian military equipment found on the 


ARAB LEAGUE SUMMONED 


Syria has asked for an urgent meeting 
of the Arab League Political Committee 
in Damascus to discuss the situation on 
the Syrian-Isracli border, reports Reuter. 
The Syrians, it is understood, wish to 
inform all Arab Governments of the 
political and military situation created 
by “ repeated Jewish aggression "' and to 
prepare the way for jomt Arab action.

ordered io stop drainage operations 
in the demilitarised zone pending an 
understanding between the parties con- 
cerned. - His Government, he said, would 
accept the Council's cease-fire order. 

Colone! de Ridder’s report to the 
Security Council asserted that no Syrian 
troops had been seen in the demilitarised 
zone by U.N. observers, although it 
admitted that Arabs in civilian clothes 
had been seen firing automatic weapons 
and rifles. It alleged that Israeli ‘planes 
had been active over the area in dispute.

NAZI ELECTION 
SUCCESS 


16 Seats in Lower 
Saxony Landtag

The neo-Nazi Socialist Réich Party 
(S.R.P.), which is modelled on Hitler's 
Nazi Party, gained a startling success 
in Sunday's provincial elections in 
Lower Saxony (British Zone), polling 
370,000 (11 per cent) of the votes and 
winning 16 of the 158 seats in the 
Landtage 

The Socialists, with 64 seats, are the 
dominant party im the new Siate 
Assembly. but the neo-Nazis are expected 
to receive support from. the ultra- 
nationalist German Reich Party ( seats) 
and the German Social Party (1 seat), 
and possibly from the B.H.E. Refugee 
Party (21 seats), whose leaders include 
a number of prominent ex-Nazis 


Remer Elected 


Two of the three leaders of the S.R.P 
—Remer and Dorls—were elected. but 
the third, Count Westarp. was defeated 

The success of this extremist party has 
alarmed the West German Federa! 
authorities, and the Minisier of the 
Interior, Dr. Robert Lehr. this week 
announced that. the Government con- 
sidered the S.R.P. an illegal organisation. 

Government, he. said, was deeply 
concerned by the impression created by 
the S.R.P. abroad, especially in Britain 
and Switzerland, but he gave an assur- 
ance that it was determined to combat 
a revival of Nazism. lt would not allow 
a repetition of the events which had 
occurred in Germany between 1930 and 
1933. The legality of the S.R.P. itself 
would be tesied by the Federal Constitu- 
ional Court as soon as it began ‘iis 
functions in about six weeks’ time 

The Government has already banned 
the Reichsfront, the S.R.P.'s élite corps 
of uniformed guards. who -have been 
terrorising voters in Lower Saxony : 

The Chancellor, Dr. Adenauer. who is 
believed to have discussed the outcome 
of the Lower Saxony sfoctions with Sir 
Ivone Kirkpatrick, the British High Com- 
mussioner, said in a broadcast on Wednes- 
day that the Government had never 
deceived itself. into supposing that the 
forces of National Socialism had - dis- 
appeared. “It must be plainly. said.” 
he declared, “ that the most serious task 
of the Federal Republic is to have done

A MAGISTRATE’S RESIGNATION 


Letter to Lord Chancellor 


Mrs. E. F. Iwi, who was appointed a . 
magistrate early in 1949, has, in a letter 
sent on Wednesday this week to the Lord 
Chancellor (Lord Jowimt), resigned from 
ihe Commission of the Peace. 


In her letter of resignation, a copy of 
which she has sent to the press, rs. 
Iwi gives her reasons, She states that 
her requests for an inquiry into the 
idministration of justice in her division 
Mave twice been refused by his Lordship, 
and she sets forth a list of alleged 
‘Teguiarities to which, she claims, his 
attenuion had been drawn. 


As a result of her criticisms (her letter 
Continues) made at a private meeting of 
ihe Justices, “ unpleasantness resulied,” 
and at her request the matter was 
referred to the Lord Chancellor, who, 

declares, informed her that repre- 
*ntalions had been made to him pressing 
or her removal. At the Lord Chan- 
Suggestion (the letter recalls), 
although, she claims, he had told her

It is suggested in Mrs. Iwi's letter that,

After referring to the refusal of other 
Justices to attend a round-table confer- 
ence, invited by the Secretary of Com- 
missions at her suggestion and with the 
Lord Chancellor's approval, Mrs. Iwi 
writes that she felt at times that, in order 
to carry out her duties in accordance with 
the Judicial Oath, it was necessary to 
make a stand on behalf of certain defen- 
dants “rather than remain silent from a 
false sense of loyalty to some of my 
colleagues.” Feeling that it was of no 
honour to hold an office of trust under 
the Crown and be unable to discharge 
the obligations of that office, she had 
decided to resign. 


At a meeting of the Executive of the 
District Grand Lodge of the B'nai B'rith, 
Miss Evelyn Mitzman was appointed 
Secretary, Mr. Ellis Baker having relin- 
quished the office of Organising Secre- 


tary owing to pressure ‘of professional! 
duties. 


SERMON 


Loving The 
Stranger 


ANY years ago the writer of 

this sermon was asked by the 
"= Senior Jewish Chaplain of the 
time to visit a Jewish soldier who 
had intimated his desire to become 
converted to Christianity. When asked 
the reason for this renunciation of his 
natal faith, the soldier replied that the 
ethics of Christianity were much 
higher than those of Judaism. Asked 
to give an example, he quoted the 
Golden Rule: “Thou shalt love’ thy 
neighbour as thyself.” He was quite 
incredulous when the visiting minister 
informed him that the verse quoted 
occurred in the 19th chapter of 
Leviticus, which we read this Sabbath. 
On returning home the minister sent 
him a copy of the Bible, which hap- 
pened to be the Jewish Publication 
Society's translation. But there is 
none so deaf as he who will not hear. 
The soldier replied that this was a 
specially fabricated Jewish edition of 
the Bible which had inserted a verse 
from the New Testament! 

That incredible though veracious 
story 1s an extreme example of the 
sad truth stated by Dr. Hertz in his 
additional note to this verse, “ The 
world at large is unaware of the fact 
that this comprehensive maxim of 
morality—the golden rule of human 
conduct—was first taught by Judaism.” 

Dr. Hertz went on to deal effec- 
tively with the depreciation of this 
rule by Christian theologians who 
maintained that the word rea, trans- 
lated “neighbour,” meant only a 
fellow-Israclite, and that its morality 
was, therefore, only tribal and not 
universal. But in this self-same 
chapter, only a few verses later, the 
same rule is enjoined with regard to 
the stranger. “The stranger that 
sojourneth with you shall be unto you 
as the home-born among you, and 
thou shalt love him as thyself; for 
ye were strangers in the land of 
Egypt.” 


THERE is, however, one difference 

between these two otherwise 
identical verses: Whereas the injunc- 
tion of love of one’s neighbour is 
given without a reason, that of the 
stranger is enjoined “ because ye were 
strangers in the land of Egypt.” The 
commonly accepted explanation of 
these words is that the children of 
israel, having suffered all the persecu- 
tions and tribulations which are the 
sad fate of most aliens in a strange 
land, would treat the strangers resi- 
dent in their land with that considera- 
tion for which they had themselves 
yearned and been denied. 

It is a comforting explanation, but 
it is one, alas! which does not take 
into consideration the psychological 
weakness of man. How tragically 
often does it happen that a man in a 
position of subservience suffers cruelly 
from the persecution of his master! 
Then fortune so ordains it that he 
raises himself from his lowly estate, 
attains a position of independence, 
and ultimately has men in subservi- 
ence to him as he had been to others. 
Hf- this interpretation were true, one 
would expect that this employee 
would become a model employer. 
Yet we know that rarely does human 
nature rise to that level of ethical con- 
duct. but that just the opposite 
phenomenon evinces itself. 


T is well known that of the four 
meanings to which the Hebrew 


word ki is susceptible, two are the 


direct opposites of each other. It 
can mean “because” also 
“although”; and in view of the 
whole trend of the ethical injunctions 
of the Bible, it is suggested that this 
verse should be rendered: ~ The 
stranger that sojourneth with you... 
thou shalt love him as _ thyself 
although ye were strangers in the land 
of Egypt.” It is an injunction against 
giving way to that all-too-common 
propensity to “take out” of the alien 
what you yourself suffered as an 
alien. 
For the purpose of Biblical ethics 
is not to enjoin upon us that which 
comes naturally to us; but to 
reinforce us in the struggle against our 
baser instincts. The laws of which this 
19th chapter of Leviticus are so full 
are laws which man does not naturally 
observe and which, without the 
powerful sanction of Divine ethics, he 
would disregard. And to this class 
belongs the law to love the stranger.

Referring to the impression madé on 
the British Parliamentary Delegation 
which recently visited Israel, Mr. Elath 
said that “the people of Britain, who 
made such a heroic stand against the 
enemy in the days of Dunkirk and the 
Battle of Britain, are quick to recognise 
and to admire faith and self-abnegation 
in the service of one’s country.” 

British Jewry had a fine tradition of 
service to Zionism, Mr. Elath said in a 
warmy tribute to the Jewish community 
of this country.

WORK OF THE JEWISH 
MUSEUM 


By a JewisH Curonicite Reporter 


_An address on the Jewish Museum was 
given by Mr. Wilfred Samuel at a meet- 
ing of the B'nai B'rith First Lodge of 
England at Woburn House, London. on 
Monday. Bro. Herbert Baron, President, 
was in the chair. 

Mr. Samuel! recalled how the museum, 
soon after its establishment, had become 
an ancillary of the Jewish Memorial 
Council. As a branch of the Council, 
which existed for the promotion of Jewish 
religious welfare: within the British 
Empire, the museum seriously interpreted 
its duties in that sense. 

He went on to speak of the difficulty 
of attracting Jewish adults to the 
museum, which contrasted with the many 
young Jewish visitors, who came mostly 
im groups from their Hebrew classes. 
They had had many non-Jewish visitors, 
including the Christadelphians. The 
museum had helped Christian scholars in 
their research work. 

One of the services the museum offered 
to the community, he continued, was in 
the field of Genealogy. They had a 
fine collection of Anglo-Jewish pedigrees 
which were of great use in assisting 
people of the same stock when they 
started to make their investigations. 

Mr. Samuel referred to the Friends of 
the Jewish Museum, and said that they 
considered it was a good thing to make 
Anglo-Jewry museum-minded.’ There 
ought to be museums in all Jewish 
provincial centres.

A CONDUCTOR OF NOTE 


“Programme of the Philharmonic 
Society Concert, April 28, 1851,°’ was the 
title of a recent broadcast in the Third 
Programme of the B.B.C. by the Royal 
Philharmonic Orchestra, conducted by Sir 
Thomas Beecham. The original conductor 
was stated to be Mr.. Michael Costa. 
Sir Michacl—he was knighted at Windsor 
in 1868 and invesied with the Royal 
Order of Frederick a year later for his 
services to music—was an eminent Jewish 
composer and conductor, born in Naples 
im 1810 of a Sefardi family. He visited 
England in 1829. assisting at the Birm- 
ingham Music Festival, and conducted 
at Her Majesty's Theatre in 1831. He 
became a naturalised British subject in 
1839, and subsequently conducted at the 
Philharmonic Society concerts, at the 
Royal Italian opera, and at the Handel 
Festivals of 1857. Sir Michael was the 
composer of a number of balicts, operas.

LINEN FROM DEAD SEA 
CAVE 


Scroll Wrappers Examined 


By a Correspondent 


A great number of pieces of linen found 
in February and March, (949, m 
Dead. Sea cave by Mr. G. Lankester 
Harding and Father De Vaux have been 
examined by Mrs. G. M. Crowfoot. 

In an interesting lecture, delivered by 
her to the Palestine Exp!oration Fund, 
last week, this expert on ancient textiles 
gave an accoum of the preliminary 
resuks of her work The pieces 
examined include cloths decorated with 
blue lines—one specimen showing four 
pale-blue lines, one of three and the 
others of two welts each; cloths with 
fringes—consisting of warp ends and 
oversewn edges; cloths with fringes and 
corded borders; cloths with corded 
borders of warp loops: cloths wah edges 
rolled and hemmed or oversewn, some- 
tumes with double thread. natural or blue. 

The linen is of fair quality, but not 
very fine, the highest counts being 
18 x 18 and 20 x 16 per sq. cm. The 
spinning is fairly good The weaving 
varies: it shows three grades: the best 
pieces are those with blue decorations— 
these are careful and even: the second. 
those with fringes: while the third and 
coarsest are small cloths which seem to 
have been emploved as jar covers. 


Warp-Weighted Loom 


On the basis of various references in 
the Mishna. Mrs. Crowfoot suggests 
that all this linen is of local origin vere 
is enough evidence to support the theory 
ihat the warp-weighted loom was used.

NEW NAZI PARTY IN 
GERMANY 


Lord Vansittart’s 
Warning 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


A warning that there was still a great 
deal of evil spirit in Germany was given 
ro the House of Lords last week by 
Vansittart, It could be seen, he 
said, in such symptoms as the rise of 
a new Nazi Party. 

“| think itt is a case where some 
caution is necessary,” he declared. “ The 
Germans have not been repentant as a 
whole. cither after the lasi war or after 
the First World War.” 

Lord Vansittart said that in present 
circumstances he would not wish that the 
Germans should take part in the defence 
of the West unless they asked. as a 
special favour, to be allowed to do so. 

“We should say nothing further to 
mislead the Germans into believing that 
we are prepared to bid for their support 
bv further concessions.” he went on. “ I 
am convinced that we would only turn 
their heads in that way. And some of 
their heads are hot enough already.” 


The Egyptian Army 


In a reference to the Middle Easi, Lord 
Vansittan’. questioned the value of 
Eeyotian friendship, and said: “I 
suggest that, in practical terms, it would 
not be worth much, for the simple reason 
that the Egyptian army has never been 
a figtting machine. 

“It gave a very poor account of itself 
agains Israel, ‘and 1 do not think could 
be counted upon to give a much better 
account against a formidable adversary.” 

The Lord Chancellor, VIscouNT 
Jowirtrt, in his reply for the Government, 
deak with German rearmamen, and 
poimted out that, as there were only 
lumited reserves of arms available, « was 
obviously better to use them for arming 
people who could be thoroughly relied 
upon. 

“For the moment the reality of the 
situation is that we must arm first our- 
selves and the French and our allies,” 
he added.

According to Lord Brabazon of Tara. 
Isracl has a strong claim to the Corona- 
tion Stone. 

When the House of Lords discussed 
the stone on Wednesday, several peers 
put forward the suggestion that it should 
go back to Scotland. Lord Brabazon. 
however, said that the stone had been 
originally for 1,300 years in Israci. If 
Israel had a king descended from their 
Royal House, he said, they might also 
make a claim, like Ireland, to have the 
stone returned to them of right. But 
there were no kings to-day ether of 
Ireland or Judah, so those particular 
claims did not arise. 

“ But were the .claim to arise from 
Israel,’ said Lord Brabazon. do not 
think anvone could resist it, because the 
prophecy is that it shall be returned 
there some day.”

Germany in the European com- 
sanity “—-and the acts of policy that 
result from it are a reminder of the 
shortness Of human memories. The 
responsibilities of those in a position 
to bear witness to the truth about the 
period of Germany's former domina- 
non are thus enhanced, and on this 
matter the survivors of European 
jewry have the right to speak not only 
for the dead. and for themselves but 
for all the peoples of the Continent. 
tor the more one studies the Nazi 
réoime and its activities the more 
convinced one becomes that its anti- 
semitism—to use a mild word for a 
horrible reality—-was only one facet 
of the dangers that its creed and pur- 
poses represented for humanity as a 
whole. Even if no single Jew in the 
world had escaped alive, Germany 
would stil represent a danger which 
no, nation could regard with 
ed! 

Such are the reflections that must 
occur to anvone’ who, after reading 
the publications of the Jewish Con- 
remporary Documentation Centre in 
Paris (Centre de Documentation Juive 
Contemporaime) has the opportunity 
of seeing. if only briefly, the unique 
collection of documents upon which 
these publications and others to come 
have been based.

Fascist Italy. 

The Centre, which was founded by 
M. Isaac Schneerson in Occupied 
France in the dark days of 1942, has, 
since the Liberation, benefited from 
the assistance of the French and 
Italian Governments, and from that of 
the American authorities in Germany. 
In return the Centre played an impor- 
tant part in furnishing documentary 
evidence for the Nuremberg and other 
war-criminal _ trials. Indeed, had 
adequate publicity been given more 
recently to some of its archival 
materials, notably the records of the 
extermination squads attached to the 


German armies in the East—trecords 


drawn up with all the German passion 
for exact documentation—statements 
in reputable quarters about the 
“ untarnished honour of the German 
army” might once and for all have 
been silenced. 


The Jewish Resistance 


But the time for the exaction of 
individual justice seems to be over. 
Apart frém the publication of the 
Nuremberg evidence, the Centre has 
naturally concentrated in its publica- 
tions upon the activities of the Jewish 
Resistance, especially in France, and 
on the direct and detailed record of 
anti-Jewish measures and of Jewish 
suffering. All this can now be told 
and illustrated with a wealth of written 
and pictorial evidence of a kind as 
crushing in its verdict against the 
Germans as it is heart-breaking for 
anyone with human sensibilities to 
read or see. | 

Nevertheless. in the long run, it may 
be another kind of publication that 
will constitute the Centre's greatest 
service to Jewry and to the civilised 
world generally. It is one that can 
be performed only by those who use 
this material and can benefit from 


the patient work of classification and 


documentation now being undertaken 
by the Centres highly skilled and 
energetic staff. It is, in brief. to tell 
the story of the Nazi régime from the 
inside, so as to show the direct 
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made by the makers of Balkan 
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connection that existed between its 
particular brand of totalitarianism 
and the atrocities that stamped its 
image, at least for a time, on the 
conscience of the world. 

Nowhere else, to the best of my 
belief, is it possible to study the struc- 
ture of the Nazi administration and 
economic system, the records of the 
régime’s apparatus for enlisting forced 
labour, of its police and espionage 
services, and of its propaganda. One 
single collection, the personal archives 
of Alfred Rosenberg, alone represents 
what is perhaps a unique source for 
the history of the party from almost 
its earliest days and of the develop- 
ment of its ideas and organisation. 
It is like looking at the biological 
history of some enormous parasitic 
cell designed to feed on living tissue, 
and poisoning as it feeds. 


Pressure on Collaborators 


The records of the French Com- 
missariat. for Jewish Matters, when 
they are published, will also show 
how the Germans brought. unceasing 
pressure on their French “ collabora- 
tors” to violate their human and 
national instincts and to turn. their 
own relatively “mild” antisemitism 
to the service of the fouler purposes 
of their German masters. The volume 
already published on the Jews in 
Italian-occupied France shows how, 
on the whole, the Jews were protected 
by the still human Italian forces until, 
after the overthrow of fascism, they 
were replaced in their turn by the 
Germans, so that what had been a 
refuge became a trap. 

What. Germany did was not part 
of the “unavoidable atrocities” of 
war, it was the result of a definite 
policy of racialism that regarded all 


non-German peoples simply in rela- 
tion to Gérman needs or desires. 
This fact has been weil put in M. 


Billig’s short book on “* Genocide,” 
which ts perhaps the Centre's most 
remarkable publication to date. 

As is only natural, the publications 
of the Centre have hitherto been only 


in French. It is of the greatest impor- 
tance that some at least of those 
published, and of those to come, 


should be made available in English, 
and widely distributed in the English- 
speaking world, both Jewish and non- 
Jewish. Only in this way can the 
fullest. use be made of this remarkable 
institution. of which the Jews of 
France have every right to be proud.

Countering Arab Moves

Mr. Ben-Gurion’s visit to the United 
States is taking place against a back- 

ound of mounting tension between 
srael and Syria. That this may not 
be entirely a coincidence is indicated 
by the efforts made by the Syrian 
Government to arraign Israel as an 
aggressor before the Security Council. 
These manceuvres are now being 
countered by the Israeli representatives 
in Washington and at Lake Success, 
and by Mr. Sharett in Tel Aviv. | 

The $500,000,000 bond drive is being 
launched under favourable auspices, and 
there is every reason to believe that tt 
will be a success. The loan, which 
depends on Congressional approval, 
should encounter fewer obstacles once 
Mr. Ben-Gurion has had an opportunity 
to meet the leading members of the U.S. 
Government and reassure them about 
Isracl’s foreign and defence policies. 
Israel is not likely to formalise its rela- 
tions with the Atlantic Powers, but they 
may well become closer. 


’ Russian Support for Arabs 


In the background is the growing 
support which the extreme wing of Arab 
nationalism is receiving from Russia. 
Apart from Persia, this process is most 
marked in Egypt and Syria. In the latter 
countries the leading military chauvinists 


. are also those closest to the anti-Western 


orientation. Communist propaganda in 
the refugee camps inhabited by Palestine 
Arabs is closely co-ordinated with anti- 
Isracl propaganda. In Egypt the Mosicm 
Brotherhood is reported to have formed 
an unofficial link-up with the illegal 
Communist Party. The Egyptian Govern- 
ment appears to be conniving in_ this 
development. Communist propaganda 
pamphiets bear pictures of Stalin and of 
King Farouk side by side. In his recent 
violent address to the Chamber, the 
Foreign Minister, Salah ed-Din, announced 
once more that Egypt would purchase 
arms “from East or West” and specifi- 
cally accused Britain of being responsible 
for the rise of Israel, a country described 
by him as a standing menace to Egypt. 

All these facts are playing their part 
in the growing rapproc hement between 
Israel and the Maritime Powers,’ of which 
Mr. Ben-Gurion’s visit to America is a 
symbol. 


Continued from previous column 
the subject uself, and when they had 
a sufficient number of persons who pur- 
sued the truth for its own sake mM spread 
and other people who otherwise might 
not think of these things began (to. experi- 
ence an awareness that there were such 
people among them. 

“And this,” stressed Mr: Berlin, “ is 
one of the functions of the University 
in the life of the community.”

lation not directly associated with the 
Hebrew University, The University set the 
example to people who were expected to 
set an example. 

He referred to his visits to Israel. 
where he had taken a great deal of 
interest in. the educational activities. 
What worried him a litile was the con- 
dition of secondary education, where he 
had found that a certain condition of 
chaos prevailed. Too much was taught 
too quickly, in contrast to other countries 
where too little was taught too slowly. 


Passion for Knowledge 


Speaking about the lectures he had 
given to some recruits of the Israeli 
Foreign Office, he said that these recruits 
were the most receptive and enthusiastic 
body of persons he had ever come across 
in his life. Their passion for knowledge 
was prodigious. 

Dealing with the anxiety of certain 
people about the effect of the influx of 
Oriemtal immigrants into Israel, Mr. 
Berlin said that in spite of the fact that 


these people came from North Africa, 


Iraq, and Persia, « seemed to him that 
the young men and children assimilated 
with incredible ease and rapidity into the 
genera! pattern of life. 

Professor Norman Bentwich, Chairman

RECLAIMING THE 
HULA VALLEY 


By BERNARD KRON 


The Syrian attempt to halt the Hula 
drainage project has focused world- 
wide attention upon this rich, green 
valley, potentially the most fertile in 
Israel. Preparatory work on the great 
undertaking known as Yibush 
Ha'Hula "—-the drainage and reclama- 
tion of the Hula swamps—bdegan 
recently, but the story of the Hula 
Concession began much earlier. 

The present owners, the 
National Fund, acquired the Concession 
this year from the Palestine Land 
Development Company. Two Syrian 
Arabs were originally given the Conces- 
sion by the Turkish Government im 
return for £5,000 and a promise to drain 
the swamps within a stipulated period. 
This agreemem was not carried out, and 
the Concession was transferred to the 
Syrian-Ottoman Agricultural Company. 

Following the expulsion of the Turks 
(in the First World War) this company, 


under pressure from the Mandatory 
Government. undertook the actual 
drainage, but realising that it would 


involve a huge outlay, they agreed, in 
1934, to sell their rights in the Conces- 
sion to the. Palestine Land Development 
Company for £200,000 A year later 
the Mandatory Government ratified the 
purchase and the company was free to 
go ahead with is plans, 


Overflow of Jordan Water 


Covering an area of nearly 200,000 
acres, Lake Hula is a depression in 
Fastern Galilee which has no adequate 
outlet for the waters flowing into u from 
the Jordan and Turah rivers. The con- 
stant inundation not only deprives the 
country of 15,000 acres of rich farming 
land, but the festering malarial 
swamps are a pérmanent menace to .the 
health of the entire community of the 
valley. 

The 1936-39 riots put all hope of 
large-scale drainage out of the question. 
Then came the Second World War—and 
the plans grew mouldy in thew pigeon- 
holes. 

in 1936 a Jewish settlement, Hulata, 
was established near Lake Hula. In 
1941 the Jewish National Fund purchased 
Dardara, a village on the eastern shore 
of the lake. and in 1945 they bought 
another tract of cultivable land from the 
Arabs, on the western shore of the lake 

The swamps were stil! undrained. but 
the immcidence of malaria had been 
reduced by the liberal spraying of DDT. 

For the settlements in the = actual 
vicinny of the Hula marshes and the 
other settlements in the Hula Valley, the 
acquisition by the J.N.F. of the Conces- 
sion and its decision to begin work 
almost unmediately with a comprehensive 
drainage scheme, ts the herald of a new 
dawn 

he drainage of the Hula swamps is 
expected to reclaim some 15.000 acres 
of land. An English firm which sur- 
veyed the area in the ‘thirties described 
it as the “richest and most neglected 
territory im .the country.” With the 
abundant waters available the rich Hula 
lands can be intensively cultivated it 
is estimated that after the drainage it 
will be possible to establish 2.000 new 
farming unis of 74+ acres each. besides 
making additional land available to the 
old-established settlements in the area. 
The pian includes the planting of some 
1.750 acres of fruit trees, 1.500 acres of 
market gardening, and a huge area of 
crops for industrial purposes. 


Big Irrigation Opportunity 


Included in the plan is the laying out of 
2,500 acres of new fish ponds, to be 
increased eventually to $5,000 acres. The 
comp.ction of the drainage-—in three to 
four years—will also make available 
sufficient water (estimated at 100.000.0600 
cubic metres) io irrigate an additional 
50,000 acres of land, a considerable con- 
tribution to the solving of Israel's irriga- 
tion problems. The scheme wil! also 
provide Isracli industry with valuable 
raw materials in the form of Hula peat, 
which can be used for agricultural, 
chemical, and heating purposes. 

project will: be carried out in 
three stages: the first stage includes the 
widening and deepening of the Jordan 
south of Lake Hula. for a distance o 
nearly three miles. This will lower the 
level of the Hula waters and will immedi- 
ate'y diminish the extent of the marshes. 

In the second stage two parallel canals 
wall be dug north of the lake. leading off 
from the Jordan and Tureh rivers. to a 
depth jower than the beds of the rivers, 
thus absorbing the flood waters. These 
canals will begin at Amir and Bet Hillel 
respectively, coming together in the 
centre of the Hula | 

In the third stage the marshes them- 
selves will be drained by the digging of 
channels connected with the two main 
canals. The overall cost of the scheme 
iS estimated at between 1£4,000,000 and 
1£5 000,000, 

There is no dowbt that the land 
reclaimed and the great expansion in 
agricultural. production wil] repay the 
invesimenmt within a few years—not to 
memtion the improvement in the health 
of the Hula Valley population.

LUSAKA’S JEWISH 
COMMUNITY 


By the Rew. 8S. CLAYMAN 


(Minister of the Lusaka Hebrew 
Congregation) 


Not long ago | spoke to an elderly 
woman who has lived in Lusaka 
longer than any other member of my 
congregation. She arrived with her 
husband and family in 1913 at a rail- 
way siding. There was no station in 
those days and no town, just wild and 


open bush. Life was grim indeed for 
the handful of white settlers. 

But times have chaneed and Lusaka 
has grown beyond recognition. It is the 
largest town and the capital of Northern 
Rhodesia. The European ulation 
numbers 4,500, including some 150 Jews. 
Most of the Jews run their own 
businesses. One man, oddly enough, is 
a furrier, and in sprc of the hot climate, 
he seems to prosper. On the High Holy- 
days nearly all the shops of the town are 
shut. The one modern cinema is owned 
by the President of the Jewish congrega- 
von. 

The history of the synagogue is like 
that of most synagogucs. In the early 
days a few Jews used to meet for worship 
in private houses. Great indeed was their 
joy when they succeeded in purchasing 
a Sefer Torah. From these humble 
beginnings the congrteation has grown. 
It now has an attractive synagogue. the 
foundation-sione of which was laid in 
1941 


Strong Zionist Society 

Hebrew and religion classes for pupils 
of varying ages were begun last year. 
Instruction in Hebrew is also given once 
a week to Jewish pupils at the Lusaka 
Boys’ School. 

The Lusaka community. like afl others 
in South Africa, is intensely Zionist m 
outlook In the recemt Israch United 
Campaign a subsantial amount was 
collected from our small communny 
There is a strong Zionist Society in 
Lusaka which. in addition to #s normal 
activities, Organises social and educa- 
gatherings for the community. 
kt is, for example, collecting books of 
general Jewish interest which, it is hoped, 
will form the nucleus of a reference and 
lending lrbrary 

One of the difficulties which the Society 
encounters is caused by the vasiness of 
the terrnory The nearest lar Jewish 
community is hundreds of miles away. 
kt is not possib'e, therefore, to obtain 
films and speakers from central 
orzanisation, as in other countries. The 
Society has to fall back on MS own 
resources or On local talent. 

Thére is an active branch of. Wizo. 
The women also work for the synagogue 
and the Hebrew classes and for charities 
in South Africa. There are two other 
women's Organisations in Lusaka—the 
Union of Jewish Women and the Ladies 
Guild 

Our sma!! community has a fine record 
of achievement. Within a. comparatively 
short time it has Dui a synagogue, a 
communa! hall and centre. and a house 
for the minister. In spite of these heavy 
burdens. the charities which this smai) 
community is. calied upon to support 
from time to twme have never been 
allowed to suffer The. members of. the 
community are justifiably proud of their 
communal achevements.

was lifted after two months, in April, 
1950. whereupon he immediately resumed 
his activities.

In the meantime the Government has 
stated that the overwhelming majority of 
Germans feel nothing but disgust for 
Remer’s party. Whether the Govern- 
ment is right in its belicfs will be shown 
at the next Federal elections.

GIVEN AMNESTY 


French Court's Decision

Paris 

A French military court has granted 
an amnesty to Ferdinand Céline, 
a leading French novelist, who, on 
February 21, 1950, was sentenced in 
absentia to a year's imprisonment, con- 
fiscation of his property, and national 
degradation, for his pro-Nazi and anti. 
seme) «durmg the German 
occupaiion. 

In his novels, “ Trifles for a Mas- 
sacre and “ The Schoal of Corpses.” 
published shonly before the outbreak of 
the Second World War, Céline plumbed 
the depths of obscenity with his anti- 
semi ravings which have never been 
surpassed by any other anti-Jewish 
wraer, including Sireiche: Lyrical 
example of his pathologica! hatred is the 
declaration that “a single rotten toenail 
of any drunken sot of an Aryan is a 
hundred thousand times more valuable 
than twenty-five thousand Einsteins... .” 

During the occupation Céline worked 
for the notorious Otto Abeiz and 
preached the extermination of the Jews. 
In 1944 Céline fled io Denmark. which 
refused a French request for extradition 
on the grounds that he was a “ political 
refugee.’ Under the terms of the 
amnesty Céline is now free to return to 
France.

It is encouraging to have 
this evidence of the activity of an organisa- 
tion that has hitherto experienced no little 
difficulty in properly establishing itself in 
our communal life. The Central Council 
was originally planned in 1945 along 
ambitious lines, but from the first it unfor- 
tunately failed to fulfil expectations. Indeed, 
at one time, despite the most strenuous 
endeavours to maintain its functions, it 
seemed threatened with complete collapse. 
Eighteen months ago a drastic reorganisation 
scheme was put into operation. The 
London Board of Jewish Religious Educa- 
tion promised to provide a generous financial 
subsidy for two years, while the Jewish 


=. — 


» Memorial Council agreed to undertake all 


the secretarial and administrative work of 
the Council. However, the results of these 
“ first-aid “ measures have proved extremely 
disappointing. The. report presented to 
the last annual meeting showed that the 
provinces were still failing to give the 
expected financial co-operation. It appears 
difficult for the larger provincial communi- 
ties to recognise their responsibilities to each 
other and to the smaller communities, and 
to realise that the problem of religious 
education is indivisible. They seem reluc- 
tant to look beyond their own sectional 
interests and concerns. The Central Council 
now consists of 60 members, half of whom 
represent London and the other half the 
provincial communities. Until the latter 
play their rightful part, there can be no 
proper co-ordination of religious education 
in a way that is worthy of Anglo-Jewry. 
The programme that has been arranged for 
the coming conference includes addresses 
and discussions on many topics. It may be 
hoped that these subjects will be debated 
from a practical rather than an academic 
standpoint. 

‘ Quite apart from the extraneous burden 
of helping to subsidise the Central Council, 
the London Board cannot be altogether free 
from anxieties On its own account. At last 
week's meeting of the Council of the United 
Synagogue important financial resolutions 
were passed which will impose an increased 
surcharge on the basic contribution of syna- 
gogue seatholders. Yet a lesser proportion 
of each member's contribution will now be 


given to the funds of the London Board. 


The exact details of the new financial 
arrangements ought to be quite clear, but it 
must be said, judging from reactions, that 
they have not been feceived with that 
measure of comprehension that United 
Synagogue statements usually command. 
As far as the ordinary member of the 
United Synagogue is concerned, he will still 
be paying the 33} per cent educational levy 
‘that he has paid in recent years. It has 
been commonly misunderstood (and the 
misunderstanding was not cleared up—in 
fact, it was perhaps even unconsciously 
encouraged—at the meeting last week) that 
the reduction of 334 per cent to 25 per cent 
for education meant. that seatholders would 
now pay only a 25 per cent levy. In fact, 
it. appears, they will still pay the 334 per 
cent; but the United Synagogue will devote 
only 25 per cent to the London Board. The 
question, therefore, is being asked; . Will 


the odd 8} per cent be added to the £54,000 — 


reserve created since the levy was estab- 
lished, or will it be absorbed in the general 
funds of the United Synagogue? There 
should be no confusion over the further 
10. per cent levy on seatholders’ accounts 
which, as a separate item entirely, is to be 
imposed to help to pay for the increases in 
salaries of the Dayanim, Welfare Ministers, 
and lay staff. 

The misunderstanding, it is clear, exists 
even in the minds of some synagogue 
honorary officers, as is shown by the com- 
ments of some of them at last Sunday's 
annual meetings of constituent synagogues. 
It is pertinent also to call attention to a 
letter from a correspondent on page 16, in 
which he asks for the paradox to be resolved 
of an educational reserve of £54,000 in the 
United Synagogue accounts and, on the 
other hand, the refusal by the London Board 
to grant rises in teachers’ salaries on the 
ground that it has insufficient funds. 

Altogether, whether in London or the 
provinces, present conditions give no excuse 
for complacency in this most vital of all 


‘spheres of communal activity. 


MAY MADNESS 


IN Germany, if nowhere else, history 
repeats itself with unbelievable and alarm- 
ing sureness. It was in May, 1924, that 
HitLer won his first 30-odd seats in the 
Reichstag, and it is in May, 1951, that his 
devoted pupil, Orro Remer, enters the Par- 
liament in Lower Saxony as the leader of 
the Socialist Reichspartei, the resurgent Nazi 
Party im post-war Germany. Thus, six 
years after the war against Nazism ended 
victoriously, disciple is able to 
don the bloodstained and dishonoured 
mantle of the Fiihrer, and does so with the 
willing votes of hundreds of thousands of 
unregenerate Germans. Those who, after 
the war, optimistically proclaimed that the 
Germans could be turned almost by the 


wave of a wand into a democratic people— | 
sufprisingly, there were many Jews who. 


helped to proclaim it—will no doubt 
attempt to find excuses for the election 
results in Lower Saxony. Dr. ADENAUER, 
in an attempt to minimise the shock 
administered to public opinion, has, in his 
latest speech, blamed the Social Democrats. 
Others blame unemployment or point to the 
economic instability in that part of Ger- 
many. But the truth is that the result of 
this election 1s nothing less than a public 
manifestation of the Nazi spirit still 
permeating life in Germany to-day. It is 
the cumulative result of the failure of 
denazification, of the refusal of the Allies 
themselves to treat post-war Nazism in 
Germany seriously, and the general Allied 
leniency towards German war criminals, the 
latest evidence of which was the release from 
prison by the American authorities of con- 
victed German mass-murderers—the friends 
of Otro REMER. 

The shock and apprehension these elec- 
tions have caused is universal. The existence 
of REMER’S party is a violation of the Basic 
Law by which the Federal Government was 
brought into being in May, 1949. And Dr. 
ADENAUER S Government has so far failed to 
create a Federal Constitutional Court which 
alone would have the power to ban REMER'S 
party. Is not this failure due to the refusal to 
cleanse the country of the Nazi spirit of which 
the REMER movement is an evil expression, 
and also because so many of -REMER’S sym- 
pathisers occupy high posts in the German 
administration ? With the bitter experience 
of National Socialism still fresh in their 
memory, Allied leaders and the press have 


reacted quickly to Remer’s victory. The: 


British High Commissioner, Sir Ilvone Kirk- 
PATRICK, has seen the German Prime 
Minister, and Mr. Herspert Morrison is to 
visit Germany next week. This time the Nazi 
menace is much more obvious to everyone, 
and there is no such easy way out as there 
was when HITLER was excused (and even 
encouraged) under the plea that he was 
“ merely letting off anti-Jewish steam.” 

What also is most evident, in the light of 
the Saxony elections, is that the combined 
efforts of the Allies must be exerted to put a 
stop to this mew wave of Nazism, and 
thorough measures must be taken before, 
once again, it is too late. 


GREAT SYNAGOGUE 


TEN years ago to-day the Great Synagogue 
in Duke's Place, London, E.C., was totally 
destroyed by enemy action during the 


blitz.” This historic place of worship had 


begun the silly. season rather earlier. than 


been opened on that site in 1722, after the 
congregation’s original establishment in 
1690. It was the famed “ Cathedral Syna- 
gogue ” of Ashkenazi Jewry in this country 
and was the centre from which originated 
the Chief Rabbinate, as well as the United 
Synagogue and other main communal insti- 
tutions and organisations. In the destruction 
of this renowned synagogue Anglo-Jewry 
suffered a cruel loss, which it was anticipated 
would be repaired at the earliest opportunity. 
In spite of the blitz the continuity of service 
was not broken. The day after the destruc- 
tion, amid the still smouldering ruims, a 
minyan was called together for prayers. And 
the minyan continued daily. Later in 1941 
an assembly of 3,000 worshippers gathered 
in the ruins for a memorable intercession 
service, at which the late Chief Rabbi, Dr. 
Hertz, concluded his eloquent sermon with 
these words: “ Unshakable is our confidence 
that a new day of freedom will dawn for 
all men; that God will comfort Zion, and 
rebuild all her waste places; that victory 
will crown the righteous cause of Britain, 
and the Great Synagogue will rise again.” 
Two years later a small temporary building 
was consecrated on the site. Constantly 
since that date. the proposal has been 
advanced by members and others for the 
synagogue’s rebuilding. It was believed that 
this proposal was receiving sympathetic con- 
sideration by all parties concerned. How- 
ever, from our report of last Sunday's 
annual meeting of the synagogue, it appears 
that a very unsatisfactory state of affairs has 


now been reached in this matter. Dr. ISRAEL ’ 


.FELDMAN, who presided as Warden, stated 


that the Hon. Officers of the synagogue felt 
very bitter about the situation. The Hon. 
Officers of the United Synagogue, so he 


‘reported, had not only turned down the 


scheme for the rebuilding of the synagogue 
but had afterwards rejected an alternative 
scheme for the enlargement of the present 
temporary structure. This non possumus 
attitude must be considered with reference 
not only to the historic traditions and claims 
of the Great Synagogue, even though these 
are compelling enough.. No less relevant 
are the facts that the synagogue considerably 
increased its membership during the past 
year, until its numbers now exceed 900,-and 
that there is every likelihood of a still further 
increase. The resolution that was unani- 
mously adopted requesting improved facili- 
ties for worship will certainly command 
general sympathy and support. 


HOW NOT TO DO IT 


REYNOLDS News, the widely circulating 
and generally high-principled Sunday news- 
paper which ts the organ of the Co-operative 
movement, last week discovered that front- 
page news in this agitated world was so short 
that it had to fill up with a “stunt” article. 
And the article dealt with the Jews. The 
reader who sought for topical value or an 
urgent news quality in it would have been 
disappointed, and he may well have wondered 
—we fully share his wonder—why at this 
particular moment the newspaper concerned 
had elected to give such prominence to as 
unhelpful a piece of journalism as one might 
find in a decade's search of the files. At the 
top of page | (its only rival for pride of place 
being news of the Festival of Britain) 
appeared a headline in assorted sizes of type 
which read: “One person in five said Yes 
to this question: aRE you a JEW 
HATER?” And to emphasise the matter, 
the words “ Jew Hater” were set at an angle 
calculated to draw the eye of even the most 
casual reader. The matter that followed was 
composed of extracts and tables from the 
reports on antisemitism of an organisation 
which specialises. in the type of social 
investigation that is carried out by personal 
questioning of selected groups of individuals 
or in selected districts. Such material, 
properly used, might be of value to 
sociologists intent on eliminating social evils, 
or to politicians trying to gauge public 
opinion, but REYNOLDS News's. purpose is 
simply mystifying. Is it intended to be one of 
a series, with subsequent issues asking, equally 
boldly, Are you a Ruritanian—or a Roman 
Catholic—or an American—or a Vegetarian 
—Hater ? Or is it intended to be a contribution 
towards trying to eliminate interracial and 
inter-faith hate and substitute for it the 
Biblical conception of “love thy neighbour 
as thyself” ? Or is it simply that ReyNo_ps 
News, misled by the long dismal winter into 


thinking that summer will never arrive, has-

CROSS-EXAMIN ATION

The interest and excitement of a good cross 
examination lies in the skill of the advocate 1” 
exposing the untruthfulness of an able witness, 
even in succeeding in extracting the truth from him. 
it may even be of some interest and excitement 
when the advocate manages to show that an 
opinionated or stupid, though honest, wiiness } 
mistaken in his firmly held recollection [he 
interest can be recorded in a written account. bul 
it is seldom that the excitement or drama can be 
conveyed to anyone who is not present—who has 
not seen a case built up by one side and then 
demolished by the skilled cross-examination of the 
opposing advocate—who has not seen the wiiness 
and watched his changing attitude. 

Mr. Fordham has, therefore, set himself a difficult 
task. and the brevity of his extracts from no [cwe! 
than 20 trials, in less than 200 small pages with 
widely spaced printing, has made that task impos 
sible. The “ snippets * (for there is no othe: suitable 
word for most of them) are so short, and, repro- 
duced as they are with virtually no background, 
they fail to interest and convey no sense of drama.

DAvID BEN-GURION 


EN-GURION, Prime Minister of 
a sovereign State, is making his- 
tory at the present moment 
by touring a friendly but distant 
foreign land as the spearhead of a 
Campaign to raise funds for his 
country, not through the diplomatic 
financial channels of Government, but 
by public appeal to the man-in-the- 
Street. But then, like all Israelis in 
this age of the unexpected, he is 
getting used to the making of history. 
David Ben-Gurion, who in his 
public appearances has built up 
the legend of the incisive “ boss.” 
but who in private life unbends 
with the rest of “us, is a_ rare 
example of the orator turned states- 
man. He js to-day undoubtedly the 
dominant figure of Israel. But to 
achieve this position he has fought 
three long battles: first, to dominate 
the Palestine Labour movement. then 
the Zionist movement, and now the 
Government of the Jewish State. 
The first battle started in 1905. 
when B.G.—as his devotees call him 
(the transition from “H.M.G.” to 
“ B.G.” came easy to Israelis when the 
Mandate ended)—arrived in Palestine. 
then under Ottoman rule. Like most 
of his contemporaries, he was an 
intellectual turned labourer. But he 
is-no parlour Socialist: he came to it 
the hard way, from the bottom. All 
his life he has fought for the organisa- 
tion of labour: in fact, he started 
his public career as a trade union 
secretary. 


. * 


Sull a Russian citizen in 1914. he 
had to leave his beloved. Palestine 
when Turkey entered the war. Never- 
theless, as an exile in America. he 
threw himself into the task of helping 
to liberate Palestine. He raised 
American Jewish units for the British 
army, in which he himself subse- 
quently served as a humble private 


soldier in Edwin Samuel's famous 
“B”" Company of the 40th 
Battalion of the Royal Fusiliers. 


His years in the United States did 
much to broaden his outlook. He got 
to know both the strength and the 
weakness of American Jewry, and can 
calculate to a hair’s-breadth how far 
he can depend on it in the hour of 
need. No one who has heard him 
orate can forget his strength of pur- 
pose, his burning sincerity, in spite of 
his high-pitched voice and his ‘short, 
clipped delivery. 

Returning to Palestine in 1918, with 
the British Army of Occupation, Ben- 


Gurion hurled him- 
self once more into 
Labour politics. 


public and private 
meetings he helped 
to build up, bit by 
bit, the Palestine 
Workers Party, 
Mapai, and made 
it the leading part- 
ner in the General 
Federation of 
Jewish Labour (the 
Histadrut). Gradu- 
ally he came to 
dominate both. The 
first battle was won. 

All this time he 
lived the life of an 
ordmary working 
man, in a cheap 
flat, in Tel Aviv. 
where his wife 

Paula did all the 
housework. Even 
now, as wife of 
the Prime Minister, 
she devotes herself 
fanatically to the 
job of keeping him well and of seeing 
that he takes time off for meals and 
even an occasional holiday. 
his salvation. 

Between 1918 and 1948 he fought 
his own thirty years’ war, when he was 
engaged in a slow but steady struggle 
to dominate the Zionist movement. 
But the outstanding figure in the 
Zionist movement during most of this 
period, and his supreme antagonist, 
was still Dr. Chaim Weizmann. 
Weizmann was the older man, the 
diplomat living in London, where the 
destiny of Palestine was settled: Ben- 
Gurion lived far awav—in Te] Aviv. 
Weizmann was the scientist with a 
‘world reputation: Ben-Gurion was 
almost unknown outside Zionist 
circles. Weizmann-—not B.G.—had 
the ear of the British Government. 
But when, in 1939. Great. Britain 
embarked on the disastrous course of 
curtailing Jewish settlement in Pales- 


tine, Weizmann’s popularity waned 
and Ben-Gurion came into his own. 
* * 


The number of Jews living in Pales- 


tine had rapidly increased between 
1933 and 1939. The holocaust of 
European Jewry under Hitler made 


Palestinian Jewry even more impor- 
tamt within the Zionist niovement, 
and. with it. Ben-Gurion. He had no

tages of complete Jewish control, if 
only of part of Palestine. He spon- 
sored the Biltmore Programme, while 
Weizmann hesitated. Weizmann failed 
to come out to Palestine in 1946, once 
the war was won, to reassert his 
authority : B.G. was left in command 
of the field. B.G. had a party and 
a party machine behind him in Pales- 
tine ; Werzmann had not. Weizmann 
was well off, aristocratic by. tempera- 
ment and only a part-time politician. 
Ben-Gurion was a whole-time poli- 
tician and a man of the people. The 
masses saw in him their successful 
selves: for B.G. is, as near as pos- 
sible, the typical Palestinian Jew. 


* * * 


Who was the easier to understand ” 
B.G.. of course. So B.G. had ousted 
Weizmann from Zionist leadership 
even before the Jewish State was 
established. And when it was estab- 
lished. Weizmann found himself rele- 
gated to the Presidency. 

But still another—intermediate— 
battle had to be fought before the 
Jewish State could exist-——this time a 
real battle, against Arab armies. 
This struggle. for independence was 
led by B.G. in person. It was he 
who directed organised Jewish resis- 
tance to Great Britain from 1946 till 
1948. Hagana was under the control 
of his own trusted Mapai lieutenants. 


When, overnight, Hagana and Pal- 
mach— largely composed of the Left- 
wing members of Mapam—became 
the Israeli Army, Ben-Gurion found 
himself the Minister of Defence. 

As such he won Israel's war of 
liberation. He—and Dori, then Chief 
of Staff—smashed the ring of Arab 
armies one by one. Israc! was weak, 
but they proved weaker. Whatever 
strategic contributions Ben-Gurion 
may have made, his influence on 
morale was enormous. He had the 
greatest of all qualities in a war 
leader: supreme self-confidence. He 


was bold and took fearful risks. That 
was perhaps Ais finest hour. 
The ‘war was now won: private 


Jewish armies had in the meantime 
also been suppressed ; and Ben-Gurion 
was in complete control. The new 
constitution was based on a single 
chamber—more evidence of Ben- 
Gurion’s buoyancy and self-confidence. 
Weizmann was left without power and 
has since been treated by Ben-Gurion 
with apparent contempt. which Weiz- 
mann did not deserve and which has 
not redounded to Ben-Gurion’s credit. 


* 


Contemptuousness and brusqueness 
are B.G.’s major faults. He rather 
enjoys defying conventions, as shown 
by his unofficial visit to Oxford last 
year to buy books. Although he does 
buy old books and has, indeed. taught 
himself to read classical Greek, he 
lacks the scholarly temperament. Nor 
is he really a good administrator. He 
demands the hopelessly impossible, 
and. after much wrangling, settles for 
the ordinarily impossible. 

He has proved to be far more 
than the mere orator that many 
assumed him to be. Essentially 
honest by temperament, he has broad 
shoulders, and takes the fullest weight 
of responsibility for unpleasant deci- 
sions. And he is still extraordinarily 
dynamic, in spite of his 65 years and 
his white hair. 

Although he has been so many 
years in. high office B.G. is still a 
man of the people and very accessible. 
He js never far removed from the 
rank and file of his party. In a small 
country and in a new country like 
Israel this is easter, perhaps, than else- 
where: there is no aristocracy to 
swallow him up. Above all, he 
remains true to the ideals of his youth. 
He is a Socialist and a democrat. In 
Israel to-day political parties flourish. 
Newspapers of every complexion 
proliferate in all languages. There 
are unrestricted rights of free speech. 
The new State that Ben-Gurion has 
helped to create has plenty of room 
in which evervone may grow. And he 
has grown massively in it.

lished as a result of the outcome 

of the “official” war of the 
seven Arab States against Israel. That 
was the war of consolidation, not the 
War of Independence. 

The real War of Independence was 
fought before the declaration of the 
State, not afterwards. It was fought 
and won in 40 fateful days between 
April 4 and May 14, 1948. 

These provided the military suc- 
cesses. that made independence pos- 
sible : even more important, they also 
brought about that moral, psycholo- 
gical and political adjustment among 
the Jews of Palestine which, in. the 
days of Moses, required the purge of 
a whole generation and 40 years. 

The first four months that followed 
the U.N. vote to partition Palestine 
seemed to confirm the opinion 
expressed by the British military 
authorities during February: the Jews 
“had bought it” as Field-Marshal 
Montgomery once put it. They could 
not keep their communications open. 
They were being slowly strangled 
militarily and gradually starved. 

During February the Arab “ Army 
of Liberation” established itself in 
Palestine and began its attacks on 
Jewish setttements. The offices of the 
PALESTINE Post were blown up, and 
a little later a large section of the 
Jewish business centre of Jerusalem. 

These Arab coups became more 
daring and Arab successes more 
dramatic during the following month 
—March. The Jewish Agency head- 
quarters.in Jerusalem. was attacked.

and equipment. Jewish convoys were 
successfully ambushed in different 
parts of the country. The Arabs were 
now confident of success. The faith 
of the outside world in the Palestine 
Jews was shaken. 

International recognition of this 
development came on March 19, when 
the United States withdrew its support 
for partition and the granting of full 
independence to Jews and Arabs in 
Palestine. It proposed that this 
should be indefinitely postponed. 


Prospects Fade 

Some Jewish leaders in Palestine 
informally sounded British reaction 
were they to propose that the with- 
drawal of British troops should also 
be delayed. On April the 
Security Council decided to take steps 
to reconsider the future of Palestine. 
The prospect of a Jewish State 
appeared to fade once again. 

eanwhile the Arab “Army of 
Liberation™ prepared to give the 
coup de grace and exploit to the full 
this favourable turn of events. 
Arrangements were completed to 
strike at the show settlement of 
Mishmar Ha’Emek and so open the 
road for a link-up with the Arabs in 
Haifa. This Arab plan was unwit- 
tingly assisted by preparations then 
going on on the Jewish side to relieve 
the Jews of Jerusalem. 

About 3,000 Arabs were assembled 
in Jenin in Central Palestine by Fawzi 
al Kaukji for the assault on Mishmar 
Ha’Emek. Fifty miles to the south—— 
unknown to each other—lIsrael Galili, 


oe Hagana commander, was assem- 
bling a force of ‘similar numbers at

the settlement of Hulda on the way 
to Jerusalem. 

Every member of Hagana who 
could be spared from the settlements 
and other essential duties had been 
called to Hulda. They were com- 
mitted to action on the Jerusalem road 
on the night of April 4. They cap- 
tured, together with units coming 
down from Jerusalem, the dominant 
position of Kastel, overlooking the 
highway to Jerusalem. 

The Arab attack against the bared 
front at Mishmar Ha’Emek began 
almost at the same time. The first 
of the 40 days had dawned. How 
fateful and how bare was that Emek 
front can be gauged bv the total field 
force which Hagana was able to 
muster against Kaukji—barely 300 
boys. On the fifth day of the battle 
Itzhak Sadeh, the Chief of Staff of 
Hagana, scoured the neighbouring 
settlements in search of another 20 
men to reinforce his dwindling 
troops : he could not find them. 

But Kaukji was forced to withdraw. 
The Arabs in Haifa were isolated. In 
the south the road to Jewish Jeru- 
salem had been opened—at least tem- 
porarily. Abd e] Kader, the Arab 
commander on the Jerusalem front, 
had been killed. The confidence of 
the Palestine Jews, which had been 
badly shaken, was restored: that of 
the Palestine Arabs began to waver— 
a third of the Arab population of the 
coastal plain was leaving ; Ben-Gurion 
was able once again to silence the 
doubters: and Hagana was encour- 
aged to extend jts counter-offensive. 

All inclination on the part of some 
Jewish leaders and some leading 
British soldiers to consider a prolon- 


gation of the British stay in. Palestine, 


was killed stone dead. The scene 
was now transformed. 
The battle of Mishmar Ha Emek 


ended on April 15 with Kaukji's with- 
drawal. On the 17th, Hagana attacked 
Arab posrtions in Tiberias, and the 
following day the. British Army 
evacuated the entire Arab population. 

After Tiberias came Harfa. On 
the 22nd the Arab leaders asked for 
an armistice and ordered all Arabs to 
leave the city. At the same time, the 
Irgun started its unsuccessful assault 
on Jaffa, which was later successfully 
completed by Hagana. 

Jewish Army Success 


In the north, Safed was captured 
on May 10, after its 12,000 Arabs had 
left: two davs Jjater Beisan surren- 
dered to the Jews. Virtually the 
whole network of communications 
was back in Jewish hands. So was 
the entire coastal strip from Haifa to 
Jaffa—excepting three villages south 
of Haifa. And so was the New City 
of Jerusalem. 

lt was the élite of Hagana and 
Paimach who had won this. The mass 
of the Jewish population had played 
only a passive réle. Yet the success 
of t days roused the whole nation 
and led to a new feeling of solidarity 
which hitherto had been markedly 
lacking. In historic significance the 
40 days. therefore, merit first place in 
the chain of events that led to the 
establishment of the State of Israel. 

For they created the faith and the 
confidence without which the outcome 
of the subsequent official war might 
have been very different, and they 
alone created the diplomatic climate 
which made possible the invaluable 
instantaneous recognition of the State 
by the United States. These are 40

FESTIVAL EXHIBIT 
OF BOOKS 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The official Festival of Britain 
Exhibition of Books, arranged by the 
National Book League, is now open 
at the Victoria and Albert Museum 
until the end of September. It is the 
largest and most representative exhibi- 
tion of first editions of English litera- 
ture ever displayed, and comprises 
nearly 800 creative works of impor- 
yy from Chaucer to the present 

ay. 

The list of lenders, which is headed by 
H.M. the King, includes the names of 
Lord Rothschild and Sir Louis Sterling 
—the last named contributing Coverdale's 
Bible of 1535, and many other outstand- 
ing works. Among those serving on the 
advisory panels for the differem sections 
were iscoum Samuel. Professor 
Andrade, and Miss Marghanita Laski. 
Acknowledgement of the co-operation of 
Miss Winifred Myers. President of the 
Antiquarian Booksellers’ Association, is 
made. The display typography is by Mr. 
David Caplan. 

The first section, which is devoted to 
the Bible, receives this comment at the 
head of the catalogue: 

The Exhibition beginae with the Bible, not 
only because the Bible is the foundation of 
Britith thought ard the Britieh way of life, but 
also becaure the language of the Bible has echoed 
and re-cchoed down our aisies of history. The 
cadence of English prose. the imagery of our 


poets, the temper of our thinkers and statcsmcn 
all derive from the Book of Books.”’ 


Hebraic Influence 


In the section entitled “ The Divine,” 
the Hebraic influence is particularly 
nmiceable. It includes some famous 
meittical versions of the Psalms. Several 
books are open at pages which expound 
Old Testamem passages. So pervasive 
is the Biblical influence, however, that 
it finds expression in many other sections 


besides theology. Milton and Bunyan 
are. conspicuous among those whose | 
works show the transmission of the 


Hebraic tradition into varied departments 
of English |lmerature and life. 

In “ The Thinker” section appears 
Samuc! Alexander's “ Space, Time, and 
Deny (1920), open at a passage refer- 
ring to “the principle of relativity as 
enunciated by Mr. A. Einstein.” Mr. 
Sicefried Sassoon is represented in both 

The Sportsman” and “The Poet” 
sections. Among the most recent entries 
in * The Scientist” section are publica- 
tions referring to the discovery of peni- 
cillin by Fleming, Florey, and. Chain (the 
last named being a Jewish refugee from 
Nazism and a Nobel Prize winner). 

Specially significant is the section 
entitled “ The Free Citizen,” winch forms 
a sequence of books designed to suggest 


‘the evolucion of the ideas of freedom and 


order in the political and economic life 
of the British people. Its spirit is indi- 
cated by these words from Milton's 
* Areopagitica : “ Give me the liberty 
to know, to utter, and to argue freely 
according to conscience, above al! other 
liberties.” In this section appears 
Benjamin Disraeli (as he also does in 
The Storyteller" section). 

Nowhere can the British contribution 
to civilisation, which forms the theme of 
the Festival of Britain, be better appre- 
ciated than in this unigue collection of 
books covering nearly S00 years. 


SCIENCE EXHIBITION 


The Science Exhibition now open. at 
the Science Museum, South Kensingion, 
forms an important and instrinsic part 
of the Festival of Britain. It has been 
planned by a distingurshed Counc)! for 
Science and Technology. whose members 
include Sir Ben Lockspeiser, F.R.S. 
White the South Bank illustrates Brrtain’s 
practical achievements in science, the 
South Kensington exhibition shows the 
background of ideas and fundamental 
knowedge. The displays. which are 
full of colour and movement, cannot but 
fascinate and instruct every visitor. An 
admirable system of captions has becn 
devised by Dr. J. Bronowski, so that the 
varied processes of nature are simply and 
lucid!y explained. The visitor is ab’e to 
follow the story of the unfolding of 
thought and life from the heart of the 
atom to the racing galaxies. Dr. Bronow- 
ski has also written a guide to the 
exhibition, which is a masterpiece of 
popular exposition.

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THE CONCEPT OF LEGAL FICTIONS 


To the Editor of Tue Jewtsn CHRONICLE 
From Mr. PETER ELMAN 


Sin,—Without entering into the merits 
of the issue between Rabbi L. Jacobs and 
the Rev. L. Hardman as regards the sale 
of chametz, may | offer some observations 
on the concept of “ legal fictions,” which 
i trust will help to clear the air a little. 

There are two senses in which the 
phrase is employed. One, the narrower 
and more technical, is confined to rules 
of law elaborated io meet new facts 
either (1) by a process of fictitious 
reasoning or artificial legal logic, or (2) 
on the assumption of fictitious or false 
facts. In the development of English law. 
both have played an important and so to 
speak honourable part, because of the 
historical dependence of substantive 
English law upon intricacies of procedure 
and the need to evolve speedier and more 
complete remedics than the existing 
procedural forms allowed. 

An example of false reasoning ts seen 
in the growth of the Law of Contract 
in medieval English law by way of 
Deceit,-a technical concept which was 
part of the Law of Trespass, itself in a 
totally different category from Breach of 
Contract. An example of the assumption 
of false fact is the old action of ejectment 
which gave rise to the celebrated but 
wholly mythical characters of John Doe 
and Richard Roc who figure so prom- 
nently in English ‘egal /iterature In 
Roman Law also, the phrase is similarly 
used to denote a special pleading pro- 
cedure in which a false averment of fact 
by a plaintiff is not allowed to be 
traversed by the defendant. 

The other and extended sense is that 
adopted by Sir Henry Maine im his 
“ Ancient Law “ to signify “ any assump- 
tion which conceals. or affects to conceal 
the fact that a rule of-law has under 
gone alteration, its letter remaining 
unchanged, its operation being modified.” 
An example is the now largely discarded 
view that English Common Law is a 
miraculous something. made by nobody

So it is up to the Jewish public, mainly 
the Jewish housewives, to make their 
feelings clearly known to the shopkeepers 
and by so doing remove these goods from 
the Jewish shops.

A NOTORIOUS 
MESHUMMAD 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 
From Mr. WILFRED 8S. SAMUEL 


Sir,—The Reverend J. S. C. F. Frey 
(1773-1850) was a notorious Meshummad 
in the London Jewry of the early nine- 
teenth century. He was the first and 
principal missioner of the London Society 
for the Promotion of Christianity among 
the Jews, and it was under his auspices 
that Palestine Place, the Jewish chapel 
and workshops in Hackney, was erected 
and administered. After many years of 
activity the usual scandals came to the 


surface, and Mr. Frey withdrew himself 


to the United States, where he engaged in 
further missionary activity. 


In a “ long firm.” prosecution at Guild- — 


hall in April, 1819, the evidence of one 
of the witnesses throws a striking light 
upon the quality of Mr, Frey's “ conver- 
sons

FUNERAL ARRANGEMENTS IN. MANCHESTER 


To the Editor of THe Jewtsu Curonicie 
From the Rev. P. SELVIN GOLDBERG 


Sin,—I cannot resist the temptation to 
add something to the discussion on 
funeral arrangements which took place at 


a recent mecting of the Manchester 
Synagogue Council, r ed in your 
issuc of last week. At the meeting 


referred to, a delegate is reported to have 

scribed existing funeral arrangements as 
“ inadequate.” This is an over-simpli- 
fication. For a community the size of 
Manchester (whether one agrees with Dr. 
nt figures or not) they are deplor- 
able. 


It is upwards of five years ago, that 
after much pressure, the Communal 
Council established a sub-committee to 
examine the situation and propose 
improvements. This committee spent 
much time and energy examining the par- 
ticular funeral arrangements of the 
various Manchester synagogues, and it 
evemually came to the conclusion that 
what was necessary was a centralised 
board with an adequate staff capable of 
fulfilling the various requirements for the 
conduct of a:funeral in a dignified and 
decorous manner, and worthy of an 
important community which boasts of its 
progressive outlook on most subjects. 

Realising that in the first instance funds 
would be necessary to initiate the project, 
the committee went so far as to receive 
promises from the major Manchester 
synagogucs of a sum in the nature of 
£1,500, and with this backing it proceeded 
to advertise for and interview (and 
almost appoint) suitable men who had 
offered their services as watchers, tahara 
attendants, bearers, etc. Then the whole 
scheme, after receiving the enthusiastic 
support of the overwhelming majority of 
the discriminating members of the com- 
munity, was sabotaged by certain syna- 
gogues, with burial boards, on the flimsy 
pretext that the chairman of the sub- 
committee was Minister of the local 
Reform Congregation! 

The situation, therefore, has remained 


as it was, and it is indeed a distressing 
sight to see how the average funeral in 
the Manchester Jewish community is 
conducted. There are at most three 
elderly men (who long ago should have 
been the recipients of pensions for past 
services rendered to the community in 
this connection) who are not employed 
On a permanent basis by the local under- 
taker, and who act simultaneously (and 
uite often two or three times in the same 

y) in the capacities of watchers, tahara 
attendants, and bearers at the : 
funerals which occur annually in the 
Manchester Jewish community. 

kt is not surprising, therefore, that, 
inexperienced in correct procedure as they 
are, coffins are literally bundled and not 
carried, and thai I myself have seen such 
sights as a coffin dropped in front of a 
bereaved and distressed widow, and even 
one of the bearers falling into an open 
grave on top of a coffin. And what the 
community does not appreciate is that 
Gentile chauffeurs have perforce to 
assist these elderly men in carrying a 
coffin to its last resting place at the 
cemetery. 

While on this subject, it must also be 
mentioned that the manner in which most 
Jewish cemeterics in Manchester § are 
maintained leaves much to be desired. 
As a rule these seem to be situated on 
uneven high ground where a cemented 
path is the exception and not the rule, 
and where to reach a particular grave on 
a wet day requires a high degree of 
acrobatic skill and performance. 

Surely it is time that in the second 
largest Jewish community in this country, 
where money can always be raised for a 
thousand-and-one different projects, a 
little thought and finance should be given 
to ensuring that funeral arrangements are 
conducted with befitting dignity, and that 
one’s nearest and dearest are reposing in 
a “final resting place worthy of the 
name.

ORIGIN OF THE MAGEN 
DAVID 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisn Curonicie 
. From Dr. JUDAH J. SLOTKI 


Sir,—-The origin of David's Shield was 
discussed in THe Jewish CHRONICLE as 
‘far back as August 3, 1923, and although 
a periodic reconsideration of a subject 
so universally interesting may not be 
undesirable, no discussion ought to ignore 
some of the conclusions there recorded. 

In a letter to the editor at that time 
I stated that few now questioned the fact 
that the two superimposed triangies 
represented the name ‘yy. = Dr. Stein, 


in your issue of last week, thinks the 
triangles are Greek deltas. In fact they 
are ancient Hebrew dalers. What is more, 
the superposition of the two dalets gives 
us also. at the intersections, the ancient 
Hebrew vay. In this way the name David 
can be read no fewer than six times, 
beginning with any side of the mono- 
gram and turning cither to the right or 
to the left. | 

Remarkable support for the theory that 
the figure represents the name David is 
obtained from the following fact: on a 
tombstone found in a courtyard of the 
museum at Taranto in Southern Italy, 
the representation of the Magen David 


_is met with, immediately followed by the 


name = as if to explain the signifi- 


cance of the symbol—a practice found 
among the Babylonians, who on. their 
kudurrus, or boundary stones, some- 
times placed the symbol of a god and his 
name side by side. 

Though the signification of the symbol 
is thus placed with reasonable certainty. 
the date of its origin or the purpose, 
need not necessarily go back to the time 
of King David, nor need it have any 
connection with shields used in warfare, 
either in the reign of that king or in the 
period when Greek culture prevailed. 

1 am inclined, for reasons stated in 
the issue of THe JewitsH CHRONICLE 
already mentioned, to agree with Profes- 
sor Scholem, whose conclusions | antict- 
‘pated by many years, that the symbol 
has its roots in magic and mysticism— 
though not, perhaps, non-Jewish. 

The Magen David, I think, was 
originally designed as an amulet; and 
the fact that it was used as a charm 
against evil may account for its name 
Shield,” “or “ Protection.” 

That Biblical names were used for 
magical purposes may be inferred from 
the fact that on a Christian Papyrus of 
the third or fourth century there occur 
names such as Jonathan and Joseph, said 
to have been used as amulets. 

The employment of archaic characters 
would enshroud the name in a thicker 
veil of mystery and, presimably, add to 
its efficacy.

As mos of my readers are aware, I 
devote space cach year to a series of 
short notes on one complete holiday trip.

Need for Doctors and 
Nurses

Dr. Tuva Berman-Yeshuroun, Medi- 
cal Director of Kupat Cholim (sick 
fund of the Isracli General Federation 
of Labour) ts now in Britain to study 
the working of the British National 
Health Services and to recruit medical 
personnel for the Kupat Cholim. 

She is here for three weeks, Dr. 
Berman told me in an interview, and 
her visil Was arranged in conjunction 
with the London 
office of Patwa 
(Professional and 
Technical Workers 
Aliyah). A number 
of Jewish doctors 
and nurses have 
already expressed 
their readiness to 
go to tsracl, and 
Dr. Berman will 
discuss with them 
final details and 
sign their contracts ; 

Kupat Cholim, 
Dr Berman said. 
now provides a Dr. Berman 
comprehensive free 
medical service for nearly @ per cent of 
the population of Isracl and has also 
undertaken the medical care of all new 
mmmerants. All treatment is being given 
m own rmstitutions, imcluding out- 
patients clinics, hospitals, and auxiliary 
mstiutes, and by a full-time medical 
staff of 5.000 

One of the corner-stones of its work, 
Dr Berman said, was preventive 
medicme 

Kupat Cholim’s budget for.the present 
year ws she said, and that 
is largely covered by membership dues 
The Government gives them a subsidy of 
1£400,000 and makes a 20 per cent con- 
tribution to the maintenance 
the hospital beds. Although social insur- 
ance not yet compulsory, many 
employers also contribute to Kupat 
Cholim by making payments equivalent 
to three per cent of the wages paid.to 
their employees.

WOMEN

A report on the conference of the 
International Counci! of Jewish Women 
in New York, which she had attended 
as a delegaic, was given by Mrs. Frank 
Samuel to a luncheon meeting of che 
League of Jewish Women, held in her 
honour at the Brady Girls’ Club, Han- 
bury Street, London. last week. Miss 
Miriam Moses, O.B.E., J.P., presided. 

Mrs. Samuel, who is President of the 
League, said that seven countries had 
been represenied at the conference. One 
of the subjects discussed was the rights 
of women, and particularly of Jewish 
women in Jewish law 

| was told by Mrs, Samuel that the 
conference adopted a resolution urging 
affiliated organisations to work for a 
reimterpretation of the cxisiing laws 
affecting Jewish women by recognised 
authorities. 

Miss Moses said that on social and

GARMENT TRADE DISPUTE

Notice has been given by the Master 
Ladies’ Tailors’ Organisation that unless 
their claims are met by the British 
Mamie Manufacturers’ Association they 
will cease work on May 24.

part, due to the general rise in values of property 
and commodities of all kinds all over the worig 
and in this connection I must mention once again 
how important  i& in times of rising values for 
policy-holders of all classes to make s:. that 
the amounts of their insurances are inc. and 
from time to time so that, should mic: rtune 
befall them, they will not suffer from wnder. 
insurance. Although I have just referred io the 
record income in the Fire, Accident. and Marine 
Departments, the fact that in the Life Denar:. 
ment the new business constituted a record 
should not be overlooked. 

I now have pleasure in submitting to you the 
following comments on the results of the year: 
work. 

LIFE DEPARTMENT 

The net new business completed during the 
year amounted to £6.264,563, compared with 
£6.097.458 in 1949. The purchase moncy for 
immediate annuities, at £54,860, exceeded the 
1949 figure of £47,419, but no very marked 
increase can be expected in this class of business 

‘ $0 long as the present unsatisfactory poxitiog 
with regard tw income tax on afnnuitics 
Deferred Annuities "were issued, providing for 
£123.538 per annum against £91.28! in the 
previous year. 

You will no doubt learn with satisfaction that 
it was decided during the carly part of the vear 
to reduce the rates of premium for few son- 
profit whole-life and endowment agurances and 
t imerease the benefits under most types of 
annuity. This was rendered possible by the better 
rates of interest which we are now able wo secure 
from new investments. 

Ciaims by death amounted to £575,097. com. 
pared with £740,964 in 1949. The 19% figure 
was cxceptionally low and it can hardly be 
expected that the current year will show so 
favourable a result. During the year, the 
Alliance Life and Annuity Funds increased 
by £721,495 w €26,080.355. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT 

The net premiums amounted to £5.138.9°!. 
an increase of £687.23 over those of 1949. The 
claims. including contributions to Fire Brigades. 
amounted to £1,559,843, which is £26,951 more 
than those for the previous year. 

The surplus, after increasing the provision for 
unexpired risks, amounts to £996,997. compared 

f with £829,999 in 1949, and this has been carried 
to Profit and Loss. Apart from the genera! rise 
in values at home and abroad, which I have 
mentioned. a satisfactory volume of nocw 
business has been obtained. 

ACCIDENT DEPARTMENT 

The net premiums amounted to £3,875. 964, 
which is £266,604 more than the Income for 
1949. The result. after providing for uncxpired 
risks, is a surplus of £443,934, compared with 
£381,449, and this has been transferred to Profit 
and Loss. 

This satisfactory result has been achicved in 
spite of a loss on the Motor Account. The dec- 
rationing of petrol in this country resulted. as 
was expected, in an increased sumber of claims, 
and the cost of individual claims contiqucs to 
ree. kt has therefore been found cascniial to 
raise the rates for this class of imsuranice in this 
country. The business abroad is also receiving 
close atiention and, following increased ratcs 
which were imposed in many arcas during Uic 
year, it is hoped that the results of this class o! 
business will improve. It would, however, dc 
unwise to expect it to produce any substanual 
margin of profit in the near future. 

MARINE DEPARTMENT 

The net premiums amounted to £2.007,159. an 
increase of £144,047 over the premiums for |\4" 
The Underwriting Account for 1948 has now 
been closed with a balance of £347,309. which 
is £145,424 higher than that for the 14 
Accoumt. After providing £215,997 to ma:niain 
the reserve for claims attributable to previous 
years at £425,000. the sum of £131,312 has been 
transferred tw Profit and Loss. 

As members will be aware, it has been found 
necessary to raise the gencral lieve! of ratics ‘or 
hull insurances. The necessity for this ariscs 
from the world-wide increase in the cot 0! 
repairs to ships. ; 

The situation with regard to cargo insurances 
has deteriorated during the year owing ‘© wal, 
in our view, have been unjustified reductions 
rates. This situation makes it more than cver 
necessary to exercise the utmost care in under- 


writing. 

TRUSTEE DEPARTMENT.-——The fees 
received for the past year amounted ‘t° 
£16,143. which is a slight increase on those for 
the previous year. Here, again, the increased 
costs of administration of Trusts are compe: '"% 
us to give consideration to the fees to be charscd 
in future. 

INVESTMENT DEPARTMENT | 

During the yéar, the market prices of Stock 
Exchange investments again fluctuatcd oon 
siderably although the movements were not 
nearly so marked as in 1949. It is thereiore 
satisfactory to record that the favourabic margin 
between Book and Market Valucs showed 65 
improvement when compared with the positon 
at the end of the previous year. 

Turning now to the Profit and Loss Account, 
you will notice that, apart from the normal 
items. it has been credited with an amount of 
£656,566. This sum was accumulated over 4 
period of years against an apparent liability tor 
Excess Profits Tax, but after discussion with the 
Inland Revenue it has now been established thal 
the company is not liable for tax under this 
heading. 3

YEHUDI MENUHIN 


The acoustics of the Royal Festival 
Hall are obviously going to provide a 
searching test for all who dare to make 
music within its walls. On Saturday 
evening Yehudi and Hephzibah Menuhin 
offered themselves as the first to venture 
on a recital there, and they came through 
the ordeal (1 used the word deliberately) 
trumphantly.

Yehudi Menuhin, the world famous 
violinist, returned from his recent visit 
to Israel even more enthusiastic than 
he did when he visited the country for 
the first time last year, he told me in 
an interview which he gave for THe 
JewisH CHRONICLE.

23 concerts, eleven of them in Tel Aviv.

Completely at Home 


Mr. Menuhin. who said that he now 
feels completely at home in Israel and 
ms already planning to pay another visit 
next year, asked President Weizmann one 
day if he would like him to play to him 
at his house in Rehovot 

The response was typical of the man, 
he said. 

“ Don't waste vourself on me, but play 
for my pet concern-—-the Army of the 
South, which gets hardly any entertain- 
ment. 

Dr. Weizmann was delighted when Mr. 
Menuhin told him that he wou'd be very 
happy to play w the army, but that he 
would sull return and play at the Presi- 
dent's house. 

And so Mr. Menuhin played both for 
the army and for Dr. and Mrs. Weizmann. 
His accompanist was Mr. Robert Levin. 
of whose talent Mr. Menuhin was very 
appreciative.

“Amend Legislation ” 
Call in Bavaria

A campaign to hamper the restitution 
of identifiable property to victims of Nazi 
oppression in West Germany was begun 
this week in Bavaria (U.S. Zone). 

Leading the campaign is Dr. Franz 
Zdraick,. who recently succeeded Dr. 
Philip Auerbach as head of the Bavarian 
State Restitution Office. Zdralek this 
week persuaded a committee of the 
Bavarian State Parliament to s a 
resolution calling on the Federal Govern- 
ment. to ask the U.S. authorities to 
amend Law No. 59-—which provides for 
the restitution of identifiable property— 
and io request that jurisdiction in resti- 
tution matters be transferred from the 
American to German courts. 

7dralek. in a statement to the com- 
mittee, strongly criticised the law. and 
claimed thal m many cases, more than 
a fair price had been paid to Jews for 
properties seized during the Nazi. régime. 
He alleged that some Jews had claimed 
and received” restitution money for 
property which they had sold before 
1932 

The commitice is to suggest that the 
matter be debated in the State Parliament 
“to demonstrate to the Americans § that 
this state of affairs cannot continue.” 


U.N. REINTEGRATION 
FUND 


$34,000,000 Contributed

Only 18 member-Staies of the United 
Nations have so far contributed to the

beside the demilitarised zone. Under the 
Armistice agreement, limited military 
forces are permitted in this area. 10 
withdraw to the distance proposed by Col. 
de Ridder would mean the abandonment 
by the Israelis of the three heights in their 
sovereign territory from which they had 
driven off the Syrians in the past few 


days. 

Col. de Ridder made a number of other 
roposals for “ending the friction” 

tween Israel and Syria. They included 
the withdrawal of military forces from the 
northern and southern sectors of the 
demilitarised zone; U.N. observers to be 
attached to the respective headquarters in 
the Defensive Areas with authority to 
move anywhere at any time; where no 
military forces are permitted, the respec- 
tive civilian authorities should be required 
to ensure the collection of weapons from 
all civilians, and the U.N. observers 
authorised to supervise these collections 
of arms from civilians: the U.N. Chair- 
man to organise mixed patrols of local 
residents in the demilitartsed zones and, 
at his discretion, to ensure the disarma- 
mem of civilians 

These conditions were to have been 
made effective by Wednesday and to 
be unconditionally accepted by both 
sides. They were to remain in force until 
the U.N. Chief of Staff was satisfied. that 
the Mixed Armistice Commission could 
resume its normal functions. 


Demand For Troop Withdrawals 


In his reply, Mr. Sharett demanded the 
complete withdrawal of all Syrian military 
forces and all other Arab forces which had 
been operating in these areas. He repeated 
the assurance that 
neither operated nor been stationed in the 
demilitarised zone. 

The Israeclii Government, Mr, Sharett 
said, viewed with concern the suggestion 
that forces should be’ removed from the 
Defensive Areas: there was no authority 
for this in the Armustice agreement, 

The Isracli Government's view, Mr 
Shareit insisted, was that all arrangements 
for the preservation of law and order 
must be based on the armistice agree- 
ments. Hf the Syrian Government was 
prepared to abide by the Armistice agree- 
ment, peace was assured and the special 
arrangements in Col, de Ridder’s letter 
were unnecessary.

Syrian Arms Found 


The Israelis claim that the central sector 
of the demilitarised zone is practically un- 
populated apart from armed Arab in- 
filtrees. They also claim that at no time 
have their forces enicred the demilitarised 
zone. On the contrary. U.N. observers 
who went the same day to the height on 
Isracli territory recaptured trom the 
Syrians on Sunday were shown & con- 
siderable quantity of military Weapons and 
equipment, imecluding hand grenades, 
machine guns, cases of. small arms am- 
munition, Syrian army rations, and ficld 
telephones.

Mr. Shareti sent a cable to the President 
of the Security Council on Monday 
indicting the Syrian Government with 
flagrant violation of the Armistice agree- 
ment by organising uhe infiltration of 
armed forces into the demilitarised zone ;

sovereign terriory beyond the demili- 
tarised zone. 

In his cable. Mr. Sharett said that he 
had had an interview with Col. de Ridder 
the previous Friday, when he had iearnt 
that the original cease fire order had 
been addressed to the Syrians a. con. 
siderable time after the same order had 
been sem to the Israelis. U.N. observers, 
he said, had appeared for the first time 
on the Israel side on May S.
